After proposing several amendments to the proposed 
treaty with Egypt, the Begin government coupled its position 
with several statements about its intention to expand existing 
settlements in the Golan Heights and the Wea Bank. The 
simple point about settlements is that they cannot exist with 
peace and Israel and the UJS. must determine what they want 
most.

President Anwar Sadat, a 
soldier turned politician, has 
sought peace with Israel as 
vigorously as he once prose- 
cuted war. 

Known for his single-mind- 
edness. his decision to visit 
Israel last year — unleashing 
a chain of events which led to 
the Camp David talks and the 
current Egyptian-lsraeli peace 
negotiations — drew torrents 
of protests from other Arab 
states. 

But Sadat, an Egypt-first 
man, never wavered. 

His activities over the past 
year are characteristic of a lea- 
der who has survived, and 
helped his country to survive, 
by his daring and action. 

Few believed he would last 
long when he succeeded 
Gama l Abdul Nasser in 1970. 

It was the war of October 
1973 that turned the quiet- 
spoken. genial Sadat into a 
national hero. 

He took personal command 
of the Egyptian army when it 
thrust across the Suez Canal 
into Israeli-occupied territory 
for the first Lime since the 1967 
war. 

With the ensuing military ac- 
tion .the army — and the coun- 
ty — found new confidence. 
And the credit for what was 
regarded as a major psycholo- 
gical victory went to Sadat* 

Only one year earlier, his 
word had been almost disre- 
garded in Egypt. He was at- 
tacked by students and was un- 
popular with leftist intellectuals.

UNITED NATIONS — 
The leader of the Turkish 
Muslim Community of Cyp- 
rus. Rauf R- Denktash. has 
called upon member nations 
of the United Nations, parti- 
cularly the Muslim countries, 
to help them find a negotiated 
settlement of the Cyprus pro- 
blem on the basis of the 1977 
agreement between the Tur- 
kish and the Greek communi- 
ties in Cyprus. 

This agreement, reached bet- 
ween him and Archbishop 
Makarios, then leader of the 
Greek community, in the pre- 
sence of United Nations Sec- 
retary General Kurt Wald- 
heim. was the only “interna- 
tional agreement" between the 
two parties and laid down a 
formula for establishing a 
bicommunai, bizonal, federal 
nonaligned Republic of Cyp- 
rus." 

Denktash, who is President 
of Lhe Turkish Federated State 
of Cyprus, was addressing a 
luncheon meeting held in his 
honor at the United Nations 
Delegates' Dining Room by 
the Muslim World League and 
was attended by ambassadors 


and representatives from the 
Muslim countries in the Uni- 
ted Nations. 

Denktash said he was very 
grateful to the Muslim World 
League and the Islamic Con- 
ference for fully supporting 
the cause of the Turkish Cyp- 
riots at their conferences. How- 
ever, he .said at the United. Na- 
tions their point ot view has not 
been properly understood. Al- 
though he tried to talk to many 
delegates, the Greek Cyprus 
government was working hard 
to "confuse the issue and bring 
a resolution that would be much 
harsher to us." Denktash said. 

“I implore you to do a rea- 
sonable thing; heLp us to do a 
reasonable thing. We want to 
negotiate and settle on th« 
basis of the agreement reach- 
ed In the presence of the Uni- 
ted Nations Secretary General, 
which has already put foi- 
ward a final formula about us. 
Please make them (the Greeks) 
to return to that formula. It 
is the only thing that the two 
sides have agreed to so far," 
Denktash said. 

He was sure if negotiations 
took place with good intention 


within the framework of that 
formula a solution to the Cjb 
prus problem could be found 
within six months, because, he 
said, “there is nothing to solve 
in fact except to secure for 
us. the Turks, the right, to 
exist in Cyprus as free men, 
on the basis of equality, with-

He has six 
daughters and a son named 
Gamal. 


He was bom on Dec. 24, 
1918, in the village of Talafa 
Monufiya on the Nile Delta, 
the son of a poor military clerk 
and a Sudanese mother. By 
careful housekeeping, they were 
able to send him to school in

BONN — 
Franz Josof Strauss has 
always delighted in his capaci- 
ty to shock. He once describ- 
ed the Nobei Prize-winning for- 
mer Chancellor, Willy Brandt, 
as "an enemy of Germany” (for 
appearing to him to be soft 
on terrorism.) and won wides- 
pread opprobrium, for hailing 
the Chilean dictatorship as "a 
bulwark against Communism." 

He is the most vehemently 
right-wing national figure in 
Germany and makes no secret 
of his ambition to cut through 
tbe dead wood of his conserva- 
tive rivals and to carve out for 
himself the key position of 
Federal Chancellor by 1980. 

He took an important step 
forward this month in his path 
to supreme power by leading 
his party, the Christian Social 
Union, to a resounding victory 
in the Bavarian state elections. 
The CSU won a massive 59 
per cent of the vote and Strauss 
himself becomes state premier 
in place of his trusted colle- 
ague. Alfons Goppel. The 
CSU has always won in Bava- 
ria but, with. Strauss as premier, 
it is clear that a campaign Is 
already under way to give the 
party a truly national signifi- 
. cance. 

Historically, Bavaria has al- 
ways been slightly apart from 
the rest of Germany. It calls it- 
self the “free state" and was 
for hundreds of years an in- 
dependent kingdom, seeking to 
rival Prussia and Austria for 
domination of the German- 
speaking world. The CSU does 
not operate in any other state 
but is allied with the somewhat 
milder Christian Democratic 
Union, led by Helmut Kohl. 

Now, with a further substan- 
tial victory under his beH, 
Strauss is ready to go national 
and to provide the rest of Wes* 
Germany with the opportunity 
of plumping firmly for the po- 


litical right. 

This would naturally cut into 
the territory of his allies but 
Strauss argues that the center 
while he mopped up the con- 
siderable pockets of extreme 
conservatism. Then, in coali- 
tion — with himself at tbe 
•helm — the two parties would 
govern Germany until the mil- 
lenium, leaving the detested 
Social Democrats (SPD) and . 
the Free Democrats (FDP) per- 
manently out in the cold. 

The CDU does not dare to 
dismiss the idea outright. The 
Bavarian leader has never been 
known for his stupidity, and 
his sense of tactics has already 
twice brought him to office in 
Bonn and to his present as- 
cendancy in the CSU. 

The Social Democrats and 
the Free Democrat liberals have 
dominated the Federal Parlia- 
ment since 1969, and their coa- 
lition shows no signs of crack- 
ing If the CDU does not agree 
to some change of tactics, the 
1980 general election could once 
more see it stuck in opposition 
— not a prospect to be relish- 
ed for a party which has traffi- 
tionally regarded jtsebf as an 
insirumeot of government. 

Three months ago, the situ- 
ation was different. The lib- 
erals were in serious disarray 
and it seemed for a while as 
though they might actually 
disappear. In Germany, it is 
necessary for a party to win 
at least 5 per cent of the vote 
in an election if it is to take 
any seats in parliament, and 
the signs were that such a task 
might prove impossible for the 
FDP. 

Earlier this month, however, 
in the state election in Hesse, 
it staged a mini-revival and 
picked up 6.6 per cent of the 
vote. In the Bavarian poll, U 
also held on, with 6.2 per cent, 
and so looks once more to be a 
permanent feature of the politi- 
cal scene. 


For Strauss, this sequence of 
events has proved instructive. 
He argues that the SPD/FDP 
coalition is maximizing is votes 
by appealing both to the left 
and to the moderate center 
while the CDU/CSU front is 
leaving a residue of voters un- 
tapped on its side of the fenoe. 
He has produced no figures, 
but it seems he reckons that a 
nationally-based CSU would 
absorb perhaps 10 per cent of 
the right-wing vote outside 
Bavaria while the CDU would 
then be free to pursue more 
liberal policies, thus eating into 
their rivals’ moderate consti- 
tuency. 

The tables would then be 
turned and Strauss, with 60 
per cent of tbe vote in Bavaria 
and 10 per cent elsewhere, 
would emerge as the architect 
of victory and the logical choice 
as chancellor. 

Strauss has promised that he 
will not take any steps to fora 
his fourth party until after next 
April’s elections in Schleswig- 
Holstein. But if the SPD and 
the FDP win again, he will al- 
most certainly go ahead with 
his proposals. The consequences 
for Germany would be consid- 
erable. An election victory for 
the right, with Strauss at its 
head, would mean further re- 
pressive measures at home 
against left-wing radicals and 
students and would probably 
bring about a marked lessening 
of Germany’s enthusiasm for 
international detente. 

The voice of Bonn would 
become more strident in flie 
world and the man who sup- 
ported General Pinochet's take- 
over in Chile would be in 
charge. 

Strauss is a clever and talen- 
ted man. but there are many 
in the Federal Republic, not 
least amorus his allies in flic 
CDU. who would be alarmed 
rf he were to become Ger- 
man^ next chancellor. —

The United States and the 
Soviet Union appear headed 
toward a warmer chapter in 
their relations despite U.5. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van- 
ce's inconclusive nuclear aims 
limitation talks in the Krem- 
lin. 

Vance spent two days with 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko and nearly two hours 
with Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev. Some issues remain 
unresolved, but the sessions did 
seem to demonstrate that So- 
viet confidence in the Carter 
administration as a negotiating 
partner was fully restored. 

On the eve of Vance's depar- 
ture it became known tbe So- 
viets had taken another con- 
crete step to improve their 
image and lighten the bilateral 
relationship by giving Dr. Ben- 
jamin Levich permission to 
emigrate after almost seven 
years of waiting. 

•Brezhnev’s reference in the 
talks with Vance, as reported 
by the Communist Party news- 
paper “Pravda," to "negative 
moments in relations in the 
past year," carried the inferen- 
ce that both sides had put this 
period behind them. 

The cordial atmosphere that 
prevailed during the Vance visit 
contrasted sharply with the 
months _of acrimony that thea- 
tened the whole structure of 
accomodation between the 
superpowers known as detente 
and bad some speaking of a 
resumption of the Cold War. 

Major areas of tension re- 
main — Africa, the role of 
China, the Middle East, human 
rights. There will always be 
competition between the super- 
powers but each side now rea- 
lizes the necessity of regulat- 
ing such competition, a UA 
official said. 

At the moment, in the per- 
iodic swings of relations bet- 
ween Washington and Moscow, 
the mood is up. U.S. officials 


and Soviet sources appeare 
hopeful that the obstacles 

blocking a new SALT agree- 
ment can be resolved in time 
to permit its signature by Brezh- 
nev and President Jimmy Car 
ter before the end of the year. 

Both sides regard such an 
accord as tbe centerpiece of 
detente and say its conclusion 
would give U.S.-Soviet relations 
a major boost. 

In the meantime, U.S. Trea- 
sury Secretary Michael Blu- 
menthal is due here in Decem- 
ber for talks on trade, which 
is Moscow's favorite topic 
after disarmament. There had 
been a summer moratorium on 
high-level travel to protest the 
Soviet dissident trials. 

The U.S. officials who re- 
main hopeful a Brezhnev-Car- 
ter summit can be held did not 
say what they based their feel- 
ing on. But one sources sug- 
gested the present impasse on 
the nuclear weapons accord 
could be broken through a 
“political decision" by the sides 
without the necessity of an- 
other Vance-Gromyko meeting. 

Chief U.S. arms negotiator 
Paul Warnke's comment that 
“a fistful of issues remain" and 
Gromyko’s statement that 
"everybody's going around, in 
circles" suggest a hairsplitting 
technical stage has been reached, 
in negotiations Wamkc said 
were 95 per cent complete. 

But the way the remaining 
issues are resolved will have a 
serious impact on the global 
balance of power, relations with 
NATO allies anxious to obtain 
new U.S. weapon technology 
and military strategy in Europe 
in the 1980s. 

As U.S. officials point out, 
these complicated issues — the

missile systems, how the agree- 
ment will be implemented — 
are all interconnected.

As Himalayas claim lives 

Blood-thinning can stave off 
mountain frostbite, report says 


STRASBOURG, Prance, Oct. 27 (A«encie$>-Tbe Soviet 
Union retained its women’s team medal at the World Gymnas- 
tics Championships Thursday night, giving -R a clean sweep of 
the men-’s and women’s team gold medals. 

With consistency fine performances, the six Soviet girls 
proved themselves stronger as a. team than rival Romania, 
whose hopes rested largely on the shoulders of Olympic 
champion Nadia Comaneci and the tiny Emilia Bberie. 

The Soviet girls scored 388-95 points, edging the Roman- 
ians into second with 384.25. 

East Germany toOfc third place with 382.25 points. 

The Soviet women have only once lost the team crown 
since 1952 — to Czechoslovakia in 1966. 

Brightest 

The brightest Soviet stars were Elena Mukhina, who 
scored the highest marks overall, Natalia Shapes hnikov a and 


Olympic silver medalist Nelli Kim. 

Mukhina achieved a near-perfect 9.95 out of 10 for a 
brilliantly executed floor exercise. The 20- year-old Kim was 
given 9.95 for her vault and floor exercises. 

Comaneci, transformed into a 16-year-old beauty from 
the slender, girl of the Montreal Olympics two years ago, took 
second place to Mukhina overall. 

Fluid 

Although she has perhaps lost her technical perfection — 
she was given perfect scores for the Erst time in the history 
of the Olympics in 1976 — she has acquired a new fluidity of 
style. 

She turned to a 9.60, 9.70, 9.80 and 9.90 — too little to 
bridge the near two-point margin held by the Soviet girls after 
Tuesday's compulsory exercises. 

As the Soviet and Romanian girfc performed, sanultaneous- 


ly at opposite ends of Strasbourg’s Rhenus Hall, Comaneci 
was still the public’s darling, drawing most of die cheers. As 
she approached her second exercise, the beam, the three other 
performing teams — Russia, Hungary and East Germany— 
mysteriously stopped their own exercises. Only the clicks of 
cameras could be heard as the Romanian giri mounted the 
four-irrch-ivvide beam. 

She performed beautifully, and then returned directly to 
her seat in a tumuii of applause. A 9.90 score flashed on the 
screen. — 

Minutes later, Comaneci performed a fancy though unr 
ambitious floor exercise. The announcer said there was too 
large a difference among the judges’ scores. After a quick, 
■meeting, while the 8.000-stroog crowd pounded its feet, the 
judges returned with their decision — a 9.60 score, Comaneci’s 
of the day. 


CHICAGO, Oct 27 (AP) — 
A researcher says a new tech- 
nique for thinning blood can 
help protect mountain climbers 
from frostbite of the ears and 
toes. 

A repan on a blood- thinning 
technique developed by & Ger- 
man research team was presen- 
ted this week at the annual 
meeting of the American 
Society of Anesthesiologists by 
Dr. Roman A- Zink of Munich 
University. 

Mountain climbers at high 
altitude typically lose six to 
eight liters of body water and 
blood serum a day, primarily 
through respiration, Zink said. 

“Concentrated blood means 
viscous blood that flows as 
slowly as cold oil,” arid Zink.

The tiny blood vessels are thus 
hampered in transporting oxy- 
gen to the arms, legs, ears and 
other body tissue, . resuftmg 
often in frostbite, hemorrhagmg 
and brain dote 

Drinking water supplies are 
also critically inadequate ' u 
climbers rise to higher eleva- 
tions because they lack meang 
to melt snow and lack know- 
ledge about the importance of 
replacing body fluids, Zink said. 

For three years he said his. 
research team has withdrawn 
blood from climbers at „ base 
camps and replaced it with a 
like amount of a commercial 
f orm of blood serum.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27 
(R) — Hu US. inflation i ate. 
increased by 0.8 per cent in 
September — the steepest rise 
in three mo nth* — according 
to official figures released Fn- 


This means consnmer prices 
in the United States are 83 
per cent hosier than a year 
ago. 

The news immediately sent 
the dollar plunging even fur- 
ther on European foreign ex- 
change markets, it sank to a 
record, low of 1.7530 marks *n 
Frankfurt as soon as the news 
was received. 


The announcement that the 
rise in consumer prices was 
speeding up came only two 
days after President Carter 
launched his long-awaited anti- 
inflation program. 

The world’s financial mar- 
kets have so far given a thum- 
bs down to the scheme. The 
dollar crumbed to record dep- 
ths against . the Currencies . of 
Japan and Western Europe 
after Carter's speech - earlier 
this week. 

The September inflation in- 
crease follows a rise of only.

LONDON, Oct. 27_7be dollar crisis bas this week entered 1 
a new and more serious phase. Confidence has collapsed and 
has been replaced by an almost universal determination to 
move Into either the Deutcbmark or the yea. Some have 
moved into sterling. 

The attempts of central banks to stem the lide of selling 
have failed. Huge sums were Indeed expended in buying dol- 
lars, but did not halt the decline. , . 

The situation is getting out of hand. Carter s new incomes 
policy is a radical move in a country which bas traditionally 
relied on a free market. 

The weakness of die dollar has been developing in the 
international monetary system for ten years or more: 

There has only recently been recognition in Washington 
that there was anything wrong. For the U.S., the problem lay 
with countries like Germany and Japan, following insufficient- 
ly roflaUonist policies. 

American officials in Europe used to say they were pleas- 
ed ahat the doHar was falling as this would help them increase 
their trade and would penalize the surplus countries. The fur- 
ther the dollar fell the better. The explanation left many gov- 
ernment officials and bankers in Europe a g ha s t. 

This year what has worried the rest of the world most 
has been the apparent unwillingness of the American authori- 
ties to control the money supply. Admittedly, the cost of 
borrowing has been put up sharply but there has been no 
shortage of credit or of loanable funds. This bas meant that 
them has been no restraint on financing the rate of inflation. 
Until money is made tight as weld as expensive, most obser- 
vers thinir that the weakness^of the whole system will porirt. 

The American economy 'does have great resilience. It 
will undoubtedly survive and prosper in future years. Tb$ 
crisis which has been developing has now risen to such A 
crescendo that something has to happen fairly soon.

Biggest public service strike 
brings France to virtual halt 


PARIS. Oct. 27 (AP) — Gan 
bage piled up on Paris side- 
walks. French merchant shipp- 
ing was paralyzed and mail de- 
liveries were sharply reduced 
Thursday in the biggest wave 
of public service strikes to hit 
France for several years. 

The Co mmunis t-sponsored 
strikes began last weekend and 
spread quickly in state and 
municipally-run industries and 
services. Few private industries 
were affected by the strikes, 
which generally concerned 
1 working conditions and job se- 
curity rather than wage levels. 

Paris Mayor Jacques Chirac 
threatened the city’s striking 
garbage workers, saying be 
would call in troops to remove 
the' evil-smelling mounds in 
city streets. Such action has' 
been taken in past garbage 
strikes. . . 


The Communist-run General 
Confederation of Labor (CGT) 
called an unlimited strike to 
protest the hiring of foreign 
cabin staff on French passenger 
liners. A statement described 
the use of the low-wage Asian 
employees as “shameful racial 
discrimination intended to set 
different groups of seamen off 
against, each, other.” 

Transport Minister Joel le 
Theule told a news conference 
the strikers risked a govern-, 
meat decision to scrap the last 
three ocean-going cruise liners 
flying the French flag, all of 
them losing m oney. 

No negotiation was in sight 
between the government -and 
the CGT on this issue. The 
French navy ordered armed tug- 
J»ataL . int o the harbo r gf_ Lg. 


Havre to clear the way for 
landing fuel for power stations 
and vital foodstuffs from for- 
eign ships. 

Postal workers were on strike, 
contending that they were over- 
worked, and demanding addi- 
tional hiring by the govern- 
ment. Striking mail sortens_cut 
letter deliveries in Paris by 60 
per cent. 

The minister of posts and 
telegraphs warned mail work- 
.ecs that their action threatened 
the government's mail mono- 
poly because h favored the ex- 
tension of private delivery ser- 
vice. 

A strike by workers in the 
state-owned telecommunications 
system had little effect on 
national and- international 
telephone links, which are 90 
per cent automated.

CHICAGO, Oct. 27 (AP>— 
The U.S. cost of gasoline may 
rise in the coming months due 
to a temporary shortage of pet- 
roleum products, particularly 
unleaded gasoline, an oil indus- 
try analyst says. 

Herb Hugo, senior editor of 
“Platt’s Oilgram Newsletter,” 
said the higher prices could be 
triggered by a number of fac-' 
tors, foremost among them 
the shortage of no-lead gaso- 
line. He also cited a substan- 
tial decline in inventories, the 
dosing of some refineries for 
maintenance, and an expected 
increase in oil prices as taeiors 
which could drive prices 
higher.

Dollar relapse toffies dealers 


LONDON. Oct. 27 (R) — 
The dollar fell sharply Friday 
on European foreign exchange 
markets for the third day run- 
ning after a short-lived recov- 
ery in New York and the Far 
East. Its recovery was wiped 
out when a worsening of the 
U.S. inflation rate was an- 
nounced from Washington. 

The currency plunged to 
even lower levels than the re- 
cord depths to which it feSl on 
Wednesday and Thursday and 
the price of gold moved even 
tourer. 

The worldwide consternation 
at the spectacular fell of the 
dollar was expressed in a 
speech by the vice-president of 
West Germany's Bundesbank, 
Dr. Karl PoebJ, who said in 
West Berlin that what was 
now happening on international 
currency markets was a “exists 
of confidence which, is hardly 
open to rational consider- 
ations.” 

On the Frankfurt foreign ex- 
change market — where the 
dollar fell to a record 1.7530 
marks after the U-S. September 
inflation figures were released 


— dealers said tt was impossi- 
ble to' explain the currency's 
day-to-day movements. “It’s 
unbelievable. The market is 
cooqpletely confused and we 
are unable to give any advice 
to customers," one dealer said. 

The dolfer’s overnight gains 
in New York and Tokyo fol- 
lowed a smaller than expected 
U.S. trade deficit of S1.69 bil- 
lion in September. The New 
York Federal Reserve Bank 
also stepped into the market 
Thursday to bid “aggressively” 
for dollars. . 

But by the time the foreign 
exchange markets had opened 
in Europe, the dollar bad re- 
sumed its decline and the news 
that U.S. inflation — a key 
economic cause of the dollar’s 
weakness — had risen 0.8 per 
cent in September drove the 
U.S. currency down even faster.
